Saanich  and  FNquimalt 
councils  have  agreed  to  make  available 
whatever  information  may  be  required, 
and  concurrence  is  aw'alU*d  from  the  city 
and  Oak  Bay;  also  from  the  provimial 
government  as  administrator  of  Ihe  View 
Royal  district  which  is  Included  !n  the 
metropolitan  orbit. 

It  i.s  to  l)e  hoped  that  each  of  Ihe 
authorities  concerned  will  give  con.S4'nt  to 
this  project,  kx'cause  It  is  an  excellent 
opportunity  to  assemble  all  ' relevant 
Information  on  Ihe  subject  at  no  cost  to 
the  public.  The  survey  Is  expected  to 
cost  In  the  neighborhood  of  $5.fX)0,  and 
the  two  chambers  have  volunteered  to 
draw  on  their  own  funds  to  meet  the 
entire  coat.  The  intention  M to  engage 
experf.s  In  11)^  fipW  of  municipal  govern- 
ment and  administration  from  outside, 
who  thus  would  be  in  a position  to  make 
an  impartial  appraisal  of  the  situation. 

This  Is  a most  genemus  offer,  and  Ihe 
munl( Ipaliiifx:  have  nothing  to  lo.se  by 


accepting  it.  The  chambers  have  made 
it  clear  that  they  themselves  are  appmach- 
ing  the  proje<’t  with  an  open  mind,  neither 


foi-  nor  against  amalgamation^  What  they 


are  striving  for  Is  to  have  afll  the  facts 
laid  on  the  fable  for  examination  so  that 
advantages  and  disadvantages  may  l)e 
weighed  one  against  the  other.  Whatever 
conclu.sions  may  be  drawn  then'from  could 
sene  as  a usehil  guide  for  any  future 
action  that  mijdtt  l>e  contemplated,  but 
w'ould  be  no  mor^  than  that.  The  muni- 
cipalities in  agreeing  to  assi.st  with  the 
surxey  will  not  be  committing  themselv'cs 
to  an\1hlni*. 

Whiitever  one’s  opinions  may  l)c.  Ihe 
duc^tion  of  amalgamation  is  one  whi-;h 
should  interest  all  taxpa.s’ers  and  local 
governments,  wpcdally  at  a time  when 
.sources  of  revenue  are  proving  imaifficlent 
to  meet  the  increasing  financial  needs  of 
local  administration.  Hitherto  suggested 
studies  of  the  pras  and  cons  of  amalgama- 
tion got  nowhewe  because  of  the  expense 
involved  and  piunicipal  reluctance  to  u.se 
tax  monev  for  that  purpose.  The  offer 
of  Ihe  chambers  of  commert'C  rcmo\es 
that  impediment,  but  the  assistamx*  of  Ihe 
roun«i)s  is  necessary  for  Ihe  production 
of  the  fact.s. 


Economics— by  the  Yard 


•Y^HATEV'ER  may  he  the  intention  of 
^ the  federal  government  in  launch- 
ing a commission  to  inquire  into  Canada’.s 
economic  prospects  for  the  futuix*.  it  Is 
a hrqad  subject  and  one  upon  whl»‘h  the 
piblic  likes'to  be  voluble — and  discursive. 
W^n  the  panel  reachi's  Victoria  a month, 
before  Christmas  It  may  \yo  as  much  in 
need  of  a rest  for  its  ears  as  would  any- 
body to  whom  the  public  delighted  to  ex- 
pound. For  there  is  this  something  about 
the  word  “economics”  which  stimulates 
the  mind.  Probably  every  Individual  has 
his  OW71  conception  of  what  the  future  of 
this  nation  should  be:  and  quite  possibly 
no  two  persons  may  share  quite  the  same 
ideal  In  that  regard. 

The  invitation  to  "tell  aU”  to  a Royal 
commission  is  one  that’  may  well  be 
accepted  with  an  overpowering  response. 
Can  it  have  he^n  to  save  the  government’s 
own  cars  that  the  inquiry  wa.s  set  up  as 
a separate  entity  and  given  the  whole  of 
Canada  to  poll?  The  invitation  was  i.s.sued 


by  Ihe  admini'-tration.  but  It  Is  the  com- 
mis.sioners  who  will  lx*  the  real  hasts. 
They  must  do  the  listening,  by  the  train.- 
mlle  and  by  the  yard.  Meanwhile  Ihe 
government  nwy  go  its  own  way  o<'o- 
nomimlly.  uasolirited.  unpolled  and^  in 
r’ompanitive  It  may  l)c  Iwo  years 

hefoie  Ihe  romml.ssion  can  Ih'  exported 
to  close  Its  reeorfls  ;ind  produre  its  find- 
ings. In  that  lime  many  things  can 
happen  in  Cnnada  and  to  the  world. 

Economist  or  not.  he  would  i)c  a daring 
soul  who  in  19.5.5  could  lay  down  a chart 
foi  this  nation  In  19.57;  and  that  in  es.sence 
Is  what  the  rommUaion  Is  being  a.sked  to 
attempt.  But  why  a i-ommiasion’  The 
government  In  office  Is  fixed  with  the 
responsibility  of  the  matter,  at  least  inso- 
far  as  public  enterprise  Is  concerned.  And 
It  is  the  administration.  In  the  end  when 
all  men  have  been  heard,  that  mu.st  decide 
upon  what  course  Ihe  treasur>'  should 
follow — today,  tomorrov\'  nr  In  1957;  not 
only  must  rknide.  but  stand  or  fall  by  the 
correctness  of  the  prophecy.

ITosent 
estimates  ptit  the  figure  at  S1.500.i)0t\- 
nno,  nut  with  lononnno  people  in 
tbe  area  south  of  the  ^Tehachapl 
Mryintalns  hy  1975.  the  water  will  not 
only  he  necessary  but  within  their 
means. 

The  Feather  River  Is  a lively 
*.tre.im  which  comes  down  from  llj»‘ 
,Sietr.is  roughly  ‘73  miles  north  of 
Sacramento.  Ait  lmmen.se  dam  at 
OmvlHe  would  store  3.500.n00  acre 
fHCi.  From  that  reservoir  a series 
of  canals,  tunnels  and  lifts  would 
tiring  water  all  the  way  lo  .S,m  Diego. 
Tho  total  length  of  the  planned  aque- 
ditrt  would  be  .*>67  miles.  .Several 
ateas  on  tne  way  soulh  would  be 
assIgnM  water  supplies,  inriuding 
the  Fe.ither  River  are.i  Itself.  S.in1a 
(’)ar.i.  and  Alamerla  County  (of  which 
Ihe  city  of-Oakland  Is  a part),  Ven- 
Inf.t  .md  Santa  Barbara,  a part  of 
the  Mojave  Desert  region,  and  fmally 
and  mostly.  Southern  California.

The  problem  of  bringing  the  benefits  of  the  mainland's  power  supply  to 
V ancouver  Island  has  b<‘eii  solved.  The  B.C.  Electric  is  going  ahead  with 
a submarine  power  circuit  which  will  have  the  world's  highest  capacity 
of  120,000  kilowatts. 


The  B.C.  Electric’s  development  program  since  the  war 
is  one  of  the  largest  industrial  undertakings  in  Canada. 


In  the  10  years  ending  in  1955  more  than  $275,000,000 
will  be  inveite<l  in  new  facilities  to  keep  ahead  of  the  un- 
paralleled growth  in  population,  industrial  development  and 
increasing  trend  to  "electrical  living.” 


The  4(>-mile  combination  overhead  and  underwater  circuit  will  be 
completed  in  mid-1956.  It  will  operate  at  132.0(H)  volts.  The  four 
made-to-order  cables  comprising  the  circuit  will  be  under  water  for  19 
miles. 


Hailed  by  B.C,  newspapers  as  “the  most  significant  electrical  develop- 
ment in  this  rrovincp,”  this  cable  link  will  solve  immediate  power 
problems  on  the  Island.  F'urther  cabje  connections  as  required  will  allow 
Industrial  development  there  to  proceed  unchecked. 


For  this  record  of  achievement  it  is  equally  sigriificant 
that  the  company  has  been  able  to  borrow  large  sums  ctl 
money,  which  represent  the  savings  of  thousands  of  hvti- 
viduals.  It  shows  there  Is  a general  belief  In  a prospsroiM

Two  ROMP  officers  and  four 
others  set  out  lo  nab  the  man. 
They  were  almost  upon  hi* 
hideaway,  to  well  concealed 


they  could  not  see  It,  when  the 
man  sprang  away.  The  pursuer* 
•ei/ed  him  after  a chase,  and  he 
wa*  handcuffed  and  returned  to 
hospital 

He  told  hi*  capior,  he  wouM 
rather  be  hack  In  hospital  than 
spend  another  winter  In  the 
bush. 

The  man  had  twice  before 
escaped  from  the  h»wpUal,  He 
was  a farmer  in  fhe  area  before 
being  sent  to  hospital,  and  was 
a trained  machuilat  aa  weU. 


Hi*  iblhty  with  a lathe  was 
revealed  when  police  examined 
Ihe  revolver  they  seized  when 
they’  laplured  him.

The  rifle  was  of  similar  make, 
.with  bolt  action.  The  barret  waa 


drilled  through  by  haod  for  18 
Inches 

The  man  bolll  his  wlldemesf 
laihe  between  two  sturnpa.  with 
a gear  arrangement  and  crank 
to  operate  It. 

The  revolver  contained  three 
JO-JO  and  three  3006  bullet*  It 
Is  not  known  where  they  were 
obtained 

He  spent  last  winter  In  a 
.smell  hole  In  a bank,  ao  cold 
he  Mid  he  almoet  froze  to  death 
Fear  of  amoke  giving  bim  away 


prevented  him  from  lighting  a 
fire 

He  obtained  grain  from  near- 
by farm,  to  convert  Into  flour 
In  hi*  mill,  constructed  of  a 
•rrap-lmn  crank  two  millstones 
held  together  by  two  trees,  and 
rubber  tubing  and  a spring  to 
feed  Ihe  grain  Into  tha  stones 

He  obtained  old  clothing, 
ptefws  of  wood,  a rruda  assembly 
of  mola  and  pomlbly  chkkena 
for  fond  Hy  prowling  it  night 
around  nearby  farm*-
